Gathering India Rudder. “* 


Of ail the resins so abundantly yielded 
by the sombre and luxuriant forests of 
the tropics, caoutechoue is by far the 
most itiportant; forso wonderfully is it 
adapted jor the needs and uses of vivili- 
zition that nothing can take its p'ace. 
: 1erent socictivs of arts have attempted 
to increase the worlds supply of India 
rudder by offering great rewards for new 
sources of suppiy, but the world has still 
to depend on caoutchoue, the native for- 
ests of which appear to be nearly inex- 
haustible. Caoutchouc, usually known 
48 India rubber, is a substance found in 
the milky juices of a great variety of 
trop:eal trees, the most remarkable being 
the cachucu, native to Srazil and Centra: 
America. Sometimes in the more light- 


~ gsOtne Spaces of the csoutchouc forests, 


the traveler comes upon the camps of 
the serinzuciros, as the India rubber 
gatherers are called. 

_ ihe time 9f operation is just at the be 
finning of the dry season. Holes are 
chopped in the bark, and the milky sap 
iS carried through conduits of bamboo 
>nto clay bowls. When these are full, a 
bandage is tied over the wound to pre- 
Vent the precious sap 'rom wasting. Af- 
ter a sutficient quant ty has been gather- 
ed to fill a great bow! of turv.e shell, the 
new operation of smoking the sap begins 
without delay, 

An eurthen jar, without bottom, and 
with a narrow neck to serve as a chim- 
ney, is set over a fire of pain nuts of a 
peculiar variety. The sinoke of these 
nuts iurnishes the pe-uliar chemical ele- 
ment needed, shared by no other fuel. 
Th + vapour instantly coagulates the ca- 
ontcho ic sap until it resembles rieh yel- 
sow cream. ‘Travelers descripe the oper- 
ation, which is usually performed at 
nizht, ag peentarly pictures jue, The 
sombre depths o: the tropical forest in 


the back ground, lighted up by the glow | 


of ths flame, the tawny Indian bending 
over the thick smoke, which arisey like a 
colin, his copper skin glistening with 
the beat, and brought out in clear relief 
by the Hight of the tire, while he anxious. 
ly watches the process of coayulation— 
the pi ture as if one were viewing the 
strange rites of some sorcerer of old 
myth, or fairy tale, brewinz a magic po- 
tion or weaving a spell to cal malign 
spirits fron below.

Lay the fish into the milk alter stirring 
in the butter and flour, then adi two 
tablespoonfuls of cold milk, salt and pep- 
per, with a very slight sprinkling of nut- 
meg. Pour intoa buttered pudding dish 
and bake one hour in agood oven. Serve 
with caper sauce.

An Asian California, 

A letter from St. Petersburg in the 
Journal de3 Debats gives an interesting 
description ofthe new California, as the 
new gold mines discovered in the valley 
of the Djolgute River are called. This 


valley is upon the Chinese bank of tir } 
Amoor, opposite the Russian Colony of | 


Tynachino, tnd as the soil is very marshy, 


and there are no rouls, it is Only acces- | 


sible in winter. Gold was first diseovered 


there in May, 1854. and it soon attracted | 
a great many adventurers, the ecarlicst | 
comers being Russian deserters and ¢s- | 


caped convicts from. Siberia, and by the 
month of January in jast year there was 
a colony of #000 Kussians, the total having 
been very much increased since, while 
there are also about 6000 Chinese and 159 
adventurers of different nationalities, the 
last named of whom have joined the 
Russians, the orzanization of the colony 
being altogether Russian. The gold- 
finders are divided into 722 artels (small 
groups) of workmen, all of whom are ab- 
solutely equal. These artels elect twelve 
elders (starchina), who do not work them- 
selves, but superintend the diggings and 
receive a salary of 200 roubles a month. 
They are selected from among the dealers 
in gold and the tavern keepers, and torm 
a sort of district police corps. They do 
not meet with any interference from the 
Chinese authorities in this remote valley, 
the laws of which are very simple but 
severe, the penalty of death being inflic- 
ted for cheating at play, for adulteratiug 
the gold dust, or for theft; while thoy. 
ging is inflicted for drunkenness during 
the hours of labour or for bringing fe- 
males into the colony. Since the fonn- 
dation of the colony there have been only 
three murders and two inflictions of the 
death penalty, a Russian having been 
hung for aduiterating the gold dust, and 
a Jew flogged to death for having spreed 
false news as to the approach of a body of 
Russian troops, hoping thereby to send 
down the price of gold owing to the pa- 
nic.
